VOTES OF THE COMMITTEE

In compliance with the Rules of the House of Representatives, the following
statement is made concerning the vote of the Committee on Ways and Means during the
markup consideration of H.R. 3938, the “Build It in America Act,” on June 13, 2023.

The vote on the amendment offered by Ms. Sanchez to the amendment in the
nature of a substitute to H.R. 3938, which would add new sections relating to wages and
union dues. The amendment would limit the benefits of the provisions relating to sections
163(j), 168(k), and 174 to taxpayers that pay wages at rates or above the applicable
prevailing wage rates set under the Davis-Bacon Act. The amendment would also have
allowed workers an above-the-line deduction for union dues and expenses was not agreed
to by a roll call vote of 18 yeas to 24 nays (with a quorum being present). The vote was
